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Charlton House, the seat of the Earl of Suffolk and 
Berkshire, is a stately mansion of Jacobean architecture, 
the oldest part of which was built by Sir Thomas Knyvet 
during the reign of James I. It is a beautiful specimen of 
the English country seat, and possesses much to interest 
the visitor, including a fine collection of portraits and Old 
Masters. 
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
